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Flats and shop plan 
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A PUB could soon be transformed into flats 
and a new shop after lying derelict for six 
years. 

The Vixen pub, in Haverhill’s Strasbourg 
Square, has been bought by local company 
Radford Interiors, which is set to submit a 
planning application for the site by the end 
of April, the News can exclusively reveal. 

If the application is successful, the building 
could be transformed into 16 flats and a com¬ 
mercial unit within a year. 

Thomas Brown, of Radford Interiors, said 
the company decided to buy the property 
after seeing calls to have it renovated on the 
front page of the News in October, 2014. 

He said: “The pub has been sitting there 
derelict for a number of years now. I used to 
go to the school opposite and the area is now 
very run down, not helped by the derelict 
pub. We just felt that we could do something 
with it.” 

The company acquired the building early 
last summer and has been working with 
Cambridge-based architects Feilden and 
Mawson to draw up renovation plans. 

Lead architect on the project Chris Read, 
who lives in Haverhill, said: “What I would 
like to see is a sensitive development that’s a 
positive contribution to the area.” 


Mr Brown added: “I think it will be a posi¬ 
tive reaction. We have spoken to the local 
shop owners. Their primary concern was 
parking - they were in support of the devel¬ 
opment but were a little bit concerned that it 
would increase parking.” 


Mr Read said that they had given “careful 
consideration” to parking and were in discus¬ 
sions with the council about it. 

Radford Interiors has spoken to councillors 
Tony Brown and John Burns about the pro¬ 
ject. 


Cllr Burns said: “I am in support of any¬ 
thing as long as it meets planning regulations 
and enhances the area.” 

St Edmundsbury Borough Council has 
recently invested in a regeneration of Stras¬ 
bourg Square. Mr Read said that redevelop¬ 
ment of the Vixen was “the last project in the 
puzzle” to improve the area for residents of 
the Chalkstone Estate. 

Radford Interiors is now asking residents 
who feel strongly about the scheme to get in 
touch. Mr Brown said letters of support could 
strengthen the company’s application for 
planning permission. 

He said that if permission were granted, 
work to redevelop the building would take six 
to eight months, meaning it could be com¬ 
pleted in a year’s time. 

The property was previously owned by 
funeral directors R Gwinnell & Sons. Despite 
the undertakers having submitted two plan¬ 
ning applications for the site, nothing was 
ever built. 

The plan for the Vixen comes as the former 
Co-op building in Jubilee Walk - empty for 
four years - has been occupied by Pound- 
stretcher. Proposals are also under way to 
renovate the derelict Bell Hotel in Haverhill 
High Street, and to turn the run-down former 
Project Office Furniture site in Ehringshaus- 
en Way into a retail park.

Consultation 
over old court 


A PUBLIC consultation has 
been launched into the re¬ 
development of a former 
magistrates’ court into a 
block of retirement flats. 

Churchill Retirement Liv¬ 
ing has given residents until 
the end of March to share 
their views online about the 
proposed project, on the 
land at Haverhill’s Camps 
Road. 

The property developer is 
in the process of preparing 
a planning application, and 
it will purchase the site from 
Suffolk County Council, 
subject to the application’s 
approval. 

The proposed scheme will 
see the construction of a 
purpose-built three-storey 
development comprising 
49 privately-owned one and 
two-bedroom apartments, 
exclusively for those aged 60 
and above. The project will 
also feature landscaped gar¬ 
dens, a communal owner’s 
lounge, a guest suite and a

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lodge manager’s office. 

The planned site is locat¬ 
ed on the northern side of 
Camps Road and access will 
be taken from an existing 
shared access road which 
serves the Place Farm Pri¬ 
mary Academy and an am¬ 
bulance station. 

Andrew Burgess, planning 
director at Churchill Retire¬ 
ment Living, said: “We place 
great importance on engag¬ 
ing with local communities 
during the planning process 
and providing them with an 
opportunity to have their 
say on our early-stage plans. 

“We believe our proposals 
for this site will significantly 
enhance the local area and 
provide much-need special¬ 
ist housing for older people. 

“Not only do our develop¬ 
ments offer security, peace 
of mind and independence 


for residents, they in turn 
free up larger, family homes 
for local people. 

“This scheme would be 
built using high quality ma¬ 
terials to a traditional design 
to ensure it is in keeping 
with the character of Haver¬ 
hill. If the development 
goes ahead, investment will 
also be made by Churchill 
Retirement Living towards 
local services and facilities.”

The old magistrates’ court 
was the town council’s pre¬ 
ferred site for a youth hub 
from 2013 onwards and they 
spent over a year attempting 
to negotiate a lease with Suf¬ 
folk County Council. 

The plan was ultimately 
shelved in January 2015 af¬ 
ter they could not agree rea¬ 
sonable terms for the build¬ 
ing with Suffolk County 
Council.

Family install 
CCTV amid 
fear of attacks 


A HAVERHILL family of five 
say they are living in fear of 
attacks - and have installed 
CCTV cameras at their home. 

Mother of three Marsha 
Regalado - who moved to 
the UK from the Phillippines 
12 years ago - said that wor¬ 
rying incidents started hap¬ 
pening around two or three 
years ago and have been get¬ 
ting steadily worse. 

Last month the family in¬ 
stalled CCTV cameras. 

The latest incident hap¬ 
pened about 6.30pm on 
Sunday when a youth threw 
a stone at their house in 
Downton Drive, smashing 
the glass back door. 

Marsha said her brother, 
who was staying at the time, 
suddenly heard a “big bang” 
and checked the CCTV but it 
was only when she went out¬ 
side that she saw the damage 
to the door. 

She said previous inci¬ 
dents had involved “throw¬ 
ing garbage and nappies”, 
but nothing had been dam- 
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aged before. 

Marsha and her husband 
Steeve - who are both nurses 
at Addenbrooke’s Hospital 
in Cambridge - have three 
children aged 11, 4 and 3. 

Marsha, 43, said: “My eld¬ 
est girl knows what’s hap¬ 
pening, she keeps on saying: 
‘Mum, it’s getting quite scary, 
because they are trying to 
break things in our house, 
and what if they get in?’ She’s 
quite distressed.” 

She said the children of¬ 
ten go out into the garden to 
play, but she is now worried 
about their safety. 

She said she did not know 
why they were being target¬ 
ed, but she said she thought 
it could be racially motivat¬ 
ed. 

Marsha added: “Some¬ 
times when a person sees 
me outside the house they 
call me names. I just smile at 
them, I just say nicely: ‘Hel¬ 


lo.’ I want to be friends with 
them. 

“My worry is that my chil¬ 
dren are going to be bullied 
like that. My husband and I 
are trying to protect our fam- 
ily.” 

Sgt Matt Gilbert, of Haver¬ 
hill police, said: “A young 
male was seen jumping 
over the wall and throwing 
a small stone at their UPVC 
door, breaking it. 

“If anyone has seen teen¬ 
agers hanging round and 
making life difficult, please 
get in touch. 

“[The Regalados] have 
a young family and we are 
concerned for the welfare of 
the children, especially chil¬ 
dren in the back garden if 
people are throwing stones.”

“We have had great suc¬ 
cess with apprenticeships in 
Haverhill so far,” said Karen. 
“And I’m really confident 
that this will continue to 
grow.”

Owner told he 
must pay £5k 
to heat garage 



A GARAGE owner is “up in 
arms” after being told to pay 
£5,000 to heat his workshop. 

Jon Van Niekerk, who runs 
Technics Motors in Haver¬ 
hill’s Homefield Road, has 
used a waste oil burner to 
heat the garage and get rid 
of used motor oil for the last 
15 years. 

“It was a godsend because 
everyone kept warm and we 
used the oil,” he said. 

But on February 16, Mr 
Van Niekerk received a let¬ 
ter saying that by the end of 
March he would have to ei¬ 
ther give up the heater - or 
pay more than £5,000 under 
a new licensing scheme. 

“I was up in arms when I 
first saw it,” he said. 

The letter, from St Ed- 
mundsbury Borough Coun¬ 
cil environment officer An¬ 
drew Southwood, states that 
if Mr Van Niekerk wants to 
keep the waste oil burner 
running, he will have to pay 
an application fee of £3,218, 
followed by an annual sub¬ 
sistence charge of £1,384 
and an annual stack moni-

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toring charge of around 
£900. 

“It just seems like a colos¬ 
sal amount of money,” said 
Mr Van Niekerk. “Even if we 
changed our whole heating 
system we would never go 
through that kind of mon¬ 
ey.” 

In 2015-16, the annual fee 
that waste oil burner users 
paid the borough council 
was £76. 

He said that changing 
the garage’s heating sys¬ 
tem could cost thousands 
of pounds, and added that 
businesses that had previ¬ 
ously disposed of waste oil 
in a heater would now have 
to pay to have it taken away. 

He said: “As the years go 
on it could open up fly-tip- 
ping, rivers being contami¬ 
nated.” 

The change is part of a 
government decision to try 
and reduce emissions from 
waste oil burnt as fuel. A 


spokesman for the Depart¬ 
ment for Environment, 
Food and Rural Affairs (DE- 
FRA) said that the level the 
fees were set at reflected 
how much work regulators 
have to do to be “effective, 
efficient and consistent” in 
their work. 

He said that burners could 
still be used to burn non- 
waste fuels such as fuel oil 
without a permit. 

A spokesperson for the 
borough council said the 
change was announced on 
December 22 by DEFRA in 
response to the EU indus¬ 
trial emissions directive. 

She added: “Since the an¬ 
nouncement and together 
with colleagues county¬ 
wide, we have devoted time 
to finding how we could re¬ 
duce this impact on small 
businesses, but without 
success. Two weeks ago we 
wrote to those using old 
oil to tell them about the 
changes. This gives time for 
them to make alternative ar¬ 
rangements and to store the 
used oil for collection.” 


Children get first choice schools 


JUST UNDER 93 per cent of 
parents and carers who sent 
applications indicating which 
secondary school they would 
prefer their child to be 
educated at in Year 7 have 
received their first choice. 

Suffolk County Council, 


which received more than 
7,000 forms in preparation 
for September's start, 
also said 98 per cent of 
applicants received an offer 
for one of their top three 
schools - which equates to a 
figure of 6,976 pupils. 


Any parents or carers 
with children born between 
September 1, 2004, and 
August 31, 2005, and who 
have not yet applied for a 
school place are advised

Residents put in bid to 
save village’s only pub

VILLAGERS have put in a bid to 
save their local pub. 

The Cock in Thurlow closed its 
doors earlier this month and resi¬ 
dents fear that if it is sold on the 
commercial market it could be 
converted into homes. 

Chair of the pub bid committee, 
Alison Coffey, said: “If it’s success¬ 
ful then it’s the first stage of saving 
the pub to remain as a community 
pub. 

“It’s just really essential, having 
lost our shop and post office, that 
we don’t lose the pub. And we are 
looking to make it more part of the 
community, and at the concept of 
having a more cafe culture for part 
of the day.” 

The committee of villagers put 
in the bid on Friday, using funds 
raised from residents pledging 
money for shares in the pub. 

Although the committee could 
not reveal the value of the bid, its 
previous estimate of how much it 
would need to raise was £360,000. 

Saturday marked the deadline

pub itself, and host more commu¬ 
nity events. 

They are also hoping to improve 
the food and ale offerings in or¬ 
der to make it a “destination pub”, 
which will attract people from 
across the local area. 

The Cock has been catering for 
locals for 400 years, starting life as 
a 17th century coaching inn and is 
now the only pub in Thurlow. 

The bid to save the pub has been 
backed by West Suffolk MP Mat¬ 
thew Hancock, who said The Cock 
was “at the heart of village life”. 

If the villagers’ bid on the pub 
is successful, it is likely that the 
business will be run as a core com¬ 
munity benefit society, meaning 
that any profit made would be 
ploughed back into the commu¬ 
nity.

Town to get 
vital health 
equipment 


EQUIPMENT which could save 
the lives of residents is set to be 
ordered within six weeks. 

An ultrasound machine is be¬ 
ing bought after the Mayor of 
Haverhill, Cllr Betty McLatchy, 
raised £19,200 in donations. 

The machine, which scans the 
human body, can help detect 
life-threatening conditions. 

Cllr McLatchy, who is a 
trained nurse, set up the Haver- 
well Community Wellbeing fund 
to raise money for the machine 
more than a year ago. 

She said: “You can have your 
dog or your cat scanned in 
Haverhill, you can have your 
teeth scanned, but you can’t 
have anything done at the doc¬ 
tor’s.” 

She added: “It can scan all of 
the body’s organs. A terrific use 
is finding aortic aneurysms. 
They need rapid treatment.” 

Cllr McLatchy has been tire¬ 
lessly fundraising for the ma¬ 
chine, holding events such as 
raffles and market stalls. 

The proceeds from her may¬ 
or’s Valentine Ball, held last 
month at Haverhill Arts Centre, 
went towards the project. 

The Haverwell fund has also 
received donations from local 
community groups such as the 
Withersfield Bowls Club, which 
raised £1,600 for the project. 

Once the ultrasound machine 
arrives, Cllr McLatchy is hoping 
to find a town centre location for 
it and have staff trained to use it. 

She cannot currently release 
details of when it will be ready 
for medical use, and its likely 
availability for patient scans.

Cllr McLatchy said that Haver¬ 
hill had recently received an 
echocardiogram, which scans 
patients’ hearts. 

She said: “We have got the be¬ 
ginnings of a sort of diagnostics 
centre. 

“In an ideal world we would 
have a clinic here dealing with 
the walking wounded.” 

Cllr McLatchy plans to con¬ 
tinue fundraising after the un- 
ltrasound machine has been 
bought to pay for training and 
running costs, as well as other 
improvements to health servic¬ 
es in Haverhill. 

As part of her efforts to im¬ 
prove the healthcare available 
in Haverhill, she has been run¬ 
ning out-of-hours first aid drop- 
in sessions at the Burton Centre 
in Camps Road. The aim - as 
well as treating patients - was 
to show that a walk-in clinic for 
minor complaints would be a 
useful service in Haverhill. 

Cllr McLatchy said: “It was 
very tiring but it proved a point 
and I was delighted to be able to 
do that.” 

The town has not had any 
drop-in medical services since 
the Crown Health Centre shut 
down in 2012.

48 factory jobs 
in the balance 


A MAJOR Haverhill employ¬ 
er could be axing 48 jobs - if 
a change it is consulting on 
goes ahead. 

International Flavours 
and Fragrances (IFF), which 
runs a factory in Duddery 
Hill, is discussing the possi¬ 
bility of moving some of its 
flavour production activities 
to the Netherlands. 

The changes - suggested 
as part of a review of the in¬ 
ternational company’s op¬ 
erations - could mean the 
loss of up to 48 jobs at the 
Haverhill site. 

The changes being sug¬ 
gested involve moving the 
production of liquid fla¬ 
vours and spray dry activi¬ 
ties to a factory in Tilburg, 
meaning that jobs in these 
areas would be axed at the 
UK factory. 

Manager of the Haverhill 
IFF site, Rob Berry, said that 
during the consultation pe¬ 
riod he was not able to dis¬ 
close what support would 
be provided for any employ¬ 
ees who were made redun-

dant if the changes come 
into force. 

He said: “These are things 
that we are currently dis¬ 
cussing with workforce rep¬ 
resentatives.” 

But some jobs could be 
created during any change. 
The company is consider¬ 
ing expanding its powder 
flavour production at the 
Duddery Hill factory, which 
could lead to nine new jobs, 
meaning 39 jobs would be 
lost overall. 

Mr Berry said: “What we 
are looking at doing is mov¬ 
ing the liquid product line 
and then expanding the 
powder product line. This 
could result in a loss of a net 
39 jobs.” 

The company is consult¬ 
ing with the union Unite 
and employee representa¬ 
tives until the end of March 
with final plans about possi¬ 
ble job losses announced in 


early April. 

Mr Berry said: “Around 
about [March] 21 we would 
be ending consultation and 
after that there would be a 
period of review. We would 
not be looking at a definitive 
result until early April. 

The factory currently em¬ 
ploys 265 people, meaning 
that almost a fifth of the to¬ 
tal jobs at the site are under 
threat. 

The news comes after 
it was announced in No¬ 
vember that 57 jobs at drug 
manufacturer Sanofi’s facto¬ 
ry in Rookwood Way, Haver¬ 
hill, were set to be axed. 

But jobs are also set to be 
created in the town, with 
the Haverhill Retail Park 
planned for Ehringshausen 
Way set to provide 250 full- 
and part-time roles.

Smart companies are particularly 
wary of the implications in terms of quality and 
image. We have seen something similar for example 
when Porsche decided to produce the Porsche 
Cayenne in Germany rather than US (ie close to the 
customer) or in Eastern Europe (ie lower costs). 

"Aston Martin's value proposition is a very 
expensive, up-marked car that is quintessential^ 
British. So producing the car outside the UK would 
have threatened this. 

"Of course there are challenges ahead however: 
Aston Martin is a small independent car producer. 

It lacks the marketing power of JLR who has the 
support of Tata. That showed in the aftermath of 
the financial crisis where it did not do as well as 
other luxury car makers. The new investment won't 


deal with this structural issue. The new investment 
is helpful though in the sense that an attractive 
new product will come to market quickly. Constant 
updating of product pipeline is crucial in the 
industry." 

The luxury marque will build its new DBX model 
at a plant in St Athan in the Vale of Glamorgan 
from 2020 following a worldwide search for a new 
manufacturing facility. 

The plant will be Aston Martin's second factory 
and will create an estimated 1,000 jobs in the 
wider supply chain and local businesses. 

The firm is famous for the sporty models 
associated with 007, and Daniel Craig drove an 
Aston DB10 in the latest Bond movie Spectre. 

Aston Martin's chief executive Andrew Palmer 
said: "During our 103-year history, Aston Martin 
has become famous for making beautiful hand¬ 
crafted cars in England. 

"Through a detailed evaluation of over 
20 potential global locations for this new 
manufacturing facility, we were consistently 
impressed with the focus on quality, cost and speed 
from the Welsh Government team. 

"As a great British company, we look forward to
